Dec. 16.—(SP)—The com- 
pletion of the two wells on the 
Tunnell lease Saturday has given 
an interest to. oil development in 
East Texas that has never been 
surpassed anywhere In the state; 
With four wells on less than two 
acres of land each of them a heavy 
producer it looks like a field has 
^een, found that means unlimited 
wealth to this section. 


Since it has been opened up it 
appears that 
the Jarmon No. 1 
may reach a flow of 2,000 barrels; 
the Thompson is estimated to be 
much stronger while the two wells 
on the Tunnell lease have been esti- 
mated at from 10,000 to'16,000 bar- 
rels. The most conservative esti- 
mates place the four wells in the 
class with the big producers. 
An added feature of interest to 
the fraternity is the low cost of 
drilling. The wells average about 
2,700 feet in depth and no obstacles 
have been found in drilling either 
of them. It is said that they can 
be drilled with less expense here 
than at any other Texas field.

DISCOVERY TEN SKELETONS 


OF VERY EARLIEST HUMAN 


RACE REPORTED AT PEKING 


PIEPING, China, Dec. 16.—WH- 
A limestone bed at Chow Outien, 
30 miles from here, was believed 
by scientists today to have yielded 
skeletons of ten men who probably 
were among the first ancestors of 
the human race. 
Nineteen of the skeletons' were 
headless, leading some to believe 
the limestone bed might have been 
the scene 
of pre-neanderthal be- 


headings. 
It was suggested the 
heads might 
have been removed 


for some strange prehistoric rite. 
One skull was discovered, a Chi- 


nese geologist unearthing it. He 
claimed .it belonged to a species 
of the famous "Peking man," the 
"Slnanthropus Peklnensis," 
asso- 


ciated with the period of the pilt- 
down skull and the Java ape man. 


Many of the bones were broken 
sharply, as if by human hands. The 
scientists in reconstructing the life 
of the distant day, suggested the 
ancient man might have done this

throughout the game In a style 
that lads possessing courageous 
hearts can, do the Mildred team 
made the Rice five play .at top 
speed during the encounter; 


After summing up the results of 
the tournament, two of the award's 
were won by Southern teams, Mil- 
dred and Navarro, in contrast to 
the way we had it doped.

of the teams entered, In time the 
newly organized teams will be in 
the running for 'county honors, ma- 
terial is always plentful for a team 
and with the 
greatly Improved 
coaching staff In the county, there 
will be hot times In the county. We 
are looking forward to the day 
when there will be ten or twelve 
teams in the county that are just 
about on tne same level. 


During he past two years, coach- 
es have been secured by schools 
that know basketball and as a re- 
sult, teams, not even given cham- 
pionship consideration have- bobbed 
up and made things hot for the op- 
position, and favorites. The coach- 
es being secured by the schools are 
practically all players on some col- 
lege team and impart to their play- 
ers the latest fads in basketball. 


Another reason for the rapid rise

That 60 per cent of money raised 


from selling Christmas health seals 
is devoted to local health needs, and 
that the selling of seals is the only 
way money for the local public 
health nursing board is raised, was 
explained Monday by H. D. Fillers, 
chairman of the education commit- 
tee of the Chamber of Commerce, 
in an interview with a Daily Sun 
reporter.

After 
examining the children, the nurse 
advises the parents as to the best 
means of correcting the defects, 
and then the parents are urged to 
consult the family physician, who 
in turn will care for the child. 
He said that during the recent 


bond election campaign, the local 
health nurse furnished the board 
of education with a list of births in 
Corsicana from Sept. 1, 1928, to 
Aug. 31, 1929, which enabled 
the 
board to find out the needs of the 
public schools in the year 1936. Ex- 
plaining the present activities ol 
the health nurse, Mr. Fillers point- 
ed oil: that Mrs. Gunn is tracing 
the connection of failures In school 
work back to the child's health, and 
seeking to strike at the base ot 
the cause for unsatisfactory work, 


Only Means Raisins; Money. 
Mr. Filers 
stated that if $500 
worth of seals are sold, the local 
board gets 60 per cent of the mon- 
ey, and if $1000 -worth is sold, 62 
per cent Is given to the local board. 
He explained

Christmas seals is the only jneant 
of raisins; money for this work, and 
that every dollar of the 60 or 62 
per cent Is used In Corslcana to 
improve the health of local school 
children.

SAYS UNCERTAINTY PENDING 
LEGISLATION DETRIMENTAL 


TO COHON PRICES 


WASHINGTON. Dec. 13. 
J. P. Henican, president of the 
New Orleans cotton exchange, to- 
day told a unate agriculture sub- 
committee investigating causes of 
depressed prices for cotton, that 
"uncertainty of pending legislation 
ia exercising a detrimental Influ- 
ence" on the market 
Henican 
continued that until 


definite action was taken on pend- 
ing measures, "the valuable protec- 
tive Influence of the contract mar- 
ket will be minimized." 
Operators accustomed to inter- 


vent by buying 
contracts when 
prices were below, ha said, are un- 
willing to "assume the double risk 
of the market and legislation." 
He added "these men" on 
the 
street with their 
capital" were 
needed, but said they had been ab- 
sent since the agriculture depart- 
ment's prediction of a drop in cot- 
ton prices in 19!§T and the subse- 
quent slump in values. 


Another reason he assigned as 
contributing to 
depressed cotton 


price* was competition from India. 
He said foreign mills were turning 
to foreign cotton at the expense of 
America and asaertde India was be- 
coming the greatest competitor of 
the ynlted States and the world's 
largest producer -outside of this 
country. 
Gardiner H. Miller, president of 


the New York cotton 
exchange, 
who testified yesterday, said the 
low price of cotton resulted from 
"the law of supply and demand" 
and asserted the large crop here 
and abroad and 
slump In stock 
values all had combined to keep 
the price down. 
- Senator Smith and Heflin, demo- 
crats, however, disagreed with Mil- 
ler. Both said market manipula- 
tion had played a part in the fall 
of the staple. Heflin asserted the 
firm of Anderson, Cuyton and Co., 
Houston, Texas, 
cotton 
brokers, 
had exercised a dominating and

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18;—«V- 
Bills providing authority for Tex- 
as and Oklahoma to construct two 
free highway bridges across the 
Red river have been Introduced In 
the house.
